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Introduction. 


In  1911  a  book  was  published  In  Boston  by  J.  Gardner  Bartlett  entitled  "Robert  Coe,  Puritan!  His 
ancestors  and  descendants."  This  carried  the  family  line  from  about  1340  through  fourteen  generations  and 
Included  the  names  of  the  children  of  Elder  Benjamin  Coe  (1795-1873). 

The  compilers  of  the  present  study  have  attempted,  In  so  far  as  Is  possible,  to  bring  down  to  date  the 
record  of  the  descendants  of  Elder  Benjamin  Coe  with  particular  attention  to  the  descendants  of  his  daughter  3- 
EHzaJane  (Coe)  Hunter  (1825-1911).  and  Sarah  HiU  (Coe)  Irwin/  ' 

In  former  generations  It  was  customary  for  each  family  to  keep  a  written  record  of  births,  marriages, 
and  deaths  In  die  family  Bible.  Oftentimes  also  the  parents  preserved  newspaper  reports’ of  such  events.  Bio¬ 
graphical  material  also  was  included  in  the  various  county  histories  which  were  published  in  the  period  1860  to 
1890. 

In  more  recent  generations  these  sources  of  information  tend  more  and  more  to  be  lacking.  Relatively 
few  families  maintain  such  written  records.  There  is  an  Increasing  tendency  to  destroy  old  letters,  newspaper 
clippings,  obituary  notices,  etc.  As  a  result,  unless  one  is  able  to  make  contact  with  older  members  of  the 
family  who  still  possess  such  records,  the  problem  of  bringing  a  genealogical  record  down  to  date  is  extremely 
difficult  If  not  Impossible. 

Sources  of  Information  in  the  present  study. 

The  compilers  have  been  able  to  make  contact  with  a  number  of  cider  individuals  In  some  of  the 
families  who  were  able  to  provide  definite  information,  partial  In  nature.  In  addition  we  have  searched 
numerous  cemeteries  for  gravestone  inscriptions,  have  sought  data  at  numerous  court  houses  and  genealogical 
libraries,  and  have  troubled  many  Individuals  with  our  insistent  questioning  as  to  details.  We  have  attempted 
to  follow  each  clue  for  possible  additional  data.  In  the  text  we  have  indicated  for  the  various  families  the 
individuals  who  have  supplied  most  of  the  data  for  that  particular  family.  To  all  who  have  participated  in 
securing  the  material  presented  herein  we  extend  our  thanks.  It  is  too  much  to  hope  that  we  were  completely 
successful  in  avoiding  errors  and  omissions,  although  we  have  made  every  effort  to  do  so. 

The  Numbering  S\-stem  Used, 

To  avoid  confusion  when  names  are  repeated  so  often  as  they  are  in  family  records,  a  numbering 
system  is  essential.  The  system  which  we  have  used  needs  a  few  words  of  explanation.  We  start  the  code 
numbers  with  the  children  of  Elder  Benjamin  and  Nancy  (Shields)  Coe  on  page  5.  Each  digit  Indicates  the 
actual  or  assumed  order  of  birth  of  the  individual  concerned.  In  this  way  it  is  easy  to  trace  the  lineage  of 
any  individual  named  in  this  study.  A  few  examples  will  make  this  clear. 

First  example:  Illustrating  four  generations. 

5.  Eliza  Jane  (Coe)  Hunter  (1825-1911) 

She  was  the  fifth  child  of  Elder  Benjamin  and  Nancy  (Shields)  Coe.  She  married  Robert  Hunter 
(1846-1904).  All  of  their  descendants  have  the  initial  digit  "5". 

5-3.  Mary  Agnes  (Hunter)  Robinson  (1852-1945) 

She  was  the  third  child  of  Robert  and  Eliza  Jane  (Coe)  Hunter,  as  the  digit  "3"  indicates.  She 
married  Wm.  Harvey  Robinson. 

5-3-4.  Mary  E.  (Robinson)  Barnes 

She  is  the  fourth  child  of  Wm.  Harvey  and  Mary  Agnes  (Hunter)  Robinson,  as  Is  Indicated  by  the 
digit  "4"  .  She  married  Milford  E.  Barnes,  M.  D. 

S-3-4-2.  Mary  Margaret  (Barnes)  Jacobs 

She  is  the  second  child  of  Milford  E.  and  Mary  E.  (Robinson)  Barnes  as  is  Indicated  by  the  digit 
"2",  She  married  W.  C,  Jacobs. 
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Second  Example!  Illustrating  four  generations, 

9,  Sarah  Hill  (Coe}  Irwin  (1834-1909) 

She  was  the  ninth  child  of  Elder  Benjamin  and  Nancy  (Shields)  Coe.  She  married  Rev,  David  J, 
Irwin  (18  30-1898).  All  of  their  descendants  have  the  initial  digit  "9", 

9-4.  Rev.  John  Prescott  Irwin,  D.D, 

He  was  the  fourth  child  of  Rev.  David  J.  and  Sarah  Hill  (Coe)  Irwin,  as  digit  "4"  indicates.  He 
married  Martha  Jane  Archibald  (1870-1935). 

9-4-6.  Harriet  Coe  (Irwin)  Houghton  -  _* 

She  is  the  sixth  child  of  Rev.  John  P.  and  Martha  Jane  (Archibald)  Irwin,  as  digit  "6"  Indicates.

He  is  the  second  child  of  Dr.  Benjamin  C.  and  Harriet  Coe  (Irwin)  Houghton,  as  digit  "2"  Indicates. 
THs  system  of  numbering  is  satisfactory  for  our  purpose  in  this  study  which  involves  for  the  most  part 
only  four  cr  five  generations.  Beyond  this  number  tills  system  would  be  cumbersome.  Therefore  the  families 
who  use  the  material  herein  reported  should  devise  some  other  system  of  numbering  from  this  point  on.

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Part  Ii  The  Coe  Family  Lineage:  1340-1795. 


The  material  presented  herewith  Is  summarized  from  the  book  "Robert  Coe,  Puritan,  His  Ancestors 

and  Descendants"  by  J.  Gardner  Bartlett,  Boston,  1911.  Privately  published. 

I.  John  Coo  of  Gestingthorpe,  Essex  county,  England. 

Born  about  1340,  died  about  1415,  In  early  manhood  he  joined  the  "White  Company’1  of  Sir  John 
Hawkwood  In  Italy  where  he  fought  for  many  years,  being  one  of  the  knight’s  captains.  He  Is  referred 
to  in  Italian  chronicles  as  Coc,  Cok,  Cocco.  He  won  the  spurs  of  knighthood  In  the  battle  of  San  Gallo, 

May  I,  1364.  In  the  Papal  Registers  In  1373  arc  several  letters  addressed  by  Pope  Gregory  XI  to  Coc 

and  other  English  officers  under  Hawkwood  promising  them  pay  for  their  services. 

Having  secured  by  his  sword  rank,  fame, and  fortune,  John  Coo  returned  to  England,  acquired  extensive 
estates,  and  passed  the  remaining  years  as  a  country  gentleman.  His  name  occurs  in  the  tax  lists  of 
Richard  II  in  1397  as  a  married  man  wdth  estates.  In  1412  he  founded  the  Hawkwood  Chantries  (along 
with  the  elder  and  younger  Robert  Rykedon)  for  daily  prayers  for  the  souls  of  John  Hawkwood,  Knight, 

John  Olyver,  Esquire,  and  Thomas  Newenton,  Esquire. 

The  coat  of  arms  of  John  Coo  is  given  in  the  book  named  above. 

The  name  of  his  wife  is  not  known,  nor  are  the  names  of  all  of  his  children.  Among  those  known  was 
John  Coo  (II)  below'. 

IL  John  Coo  of  Gc sting thorpe,  son  of  the  above.  Bom  about  1375.  Died  about  1425.  Married  Eleanor. 

IH.  John  Coo  of  Gestingthorpe,  son  of  the  above.  Born  about  1400,  died  after  1448. 

IV.  Thomas  Coo  of  Gestingthorpe,  son  of  the  above.  Bom  about  1430,  died  about  1507. 

V.  John  Coo  of  Gestingthorpe,  son  of  the  above.  Born  about  1460.  His  will  was  probated  in  1520.  Married 
Joane,  daughter  of  Thomas  Golding .  This  is  the  last  of  the  Coe  family  to  be  members  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  church. 

VI.  John  Coo  "the  younger"  of  Gestingthorpe.  Born  about  1495.  Died  in  1533.  Married  Margaret  (who  after 
his  death  married  Richard  Garrard. ) 

VH.  John  Coo  "the  elder"  of  Maplestead  and  Wlston.  Bora  1523,  died  1558.  Married  Dorothy  (b.  1523, 
d.  1585).  After  his  death  she  married  Robert  Turner,  and  after  his  death  married  Oliver  Dixon. 

VIII.  Henry  Coe  of  Thorpe -Morleux.  b.  1555,  d.  1631.  Married  Mary  who  died  In  1631. 

DC.  Robert  Coe  of  Boxford,  b.  1596  (baptized  Oct.  26,  1596).  Married  1st  In  or  about  1623,  Mary,  whose 

burial  Is  recorded  on  Oct.  27,  1628.  Childrens  four,  including  Benjamin  (X  below).  Married  2d  on 
April  29,  1630  Hannah  Dearslay. 

Imbued  with  Puritan  views,  he  took  his  family  to  America.  On  April  30,  1634  they  embarked  at  Ipswich, 
the  port  of  Suffolk  county  and  15  miles  east  of  Boxford,  on  the  ship  Francis  bound  for  New  England.  The 
family  included:  Robert  Cooe  aged  38,  Anna  (or  Hannah)  his  wife  aged  43,  and  children  John  aged  8, 
Robert  aged  7,  and  Benjamin  Coe  aged  5. 

The  exact  date  of  their  arrival  in  New  England  is  not  known,  but  they  probably  landed  in  Boston  in  July 

1634,  and  went  to  Watertown,  Mass.  His  name  is  mentioned  as  being  admitted  as  a  freeman  of  Massa¬ 

chusetts  Bay  Colony  on  Sept.  3,  1634,  having  been  previously  admitted  to  the  church,  which  was 
requisite  to  being  a  freeman. 

In  June  1635  he  left  Watertown  with  others  to  start  a  new'  plantation  at  Wethersfield,  Conn.  His  home 
in  Wethersfield  is  now  the  northwest  comer  of  East  Main  and  Broad  streets.  At  one  time  he  owned  900 
acres  in  that  vicinity. 
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In  1640  he  and  a  group  of  his  friends  in  the  church  who  desired  a  form  of  government  along  the  lines  of 
the  Presbyterian  form  purchased  lands  for  a  new  plantation  at  Stamford,  Conn. 

In  1644,  due  to  difficulties  with  the  Connecticut  authorities  over  religious  views,  he  and  his  group  re¬ 
moved  Hempstead,  Long  Island,  and  later  to  Newton,  L.  I. 

In  1656  he  and  his  son  Benjamin  founded  the  town  of  Jamaica,  L.  I.  He  was  appointed  magistrate  of  that 
settlement  by  the  Dutch  Government  in  1658,  and  he  continued  in  that  office  until  1664.  On  change  of 
Government  from  Dutch  to  English  control  he  was  appointed  judge  of  courts  of  eyer  and  terminer  in  1669. 
He  was  high-sheriff  of  Yorkshire  1669-1671.  He  retired  from  public  office  at  age  75  years. 

According  to  a  license  dated  Feb.  15,  1674  or  1675,  he  married  his  third  wife  Jane  Rouse.  She  was 
first  the  wife  of  John  Smith  of  Taunton,  Mass.  He  was  killed  in  an  Indian  raid  in  Long  Island  in  1643. 

Her  second  husband  Edward  Rouse  died  in  1672. 

Robert  Coe  died  about  1689  at  the  age  of  92  years. 

"We  see  In  him  a  fine  example  of  the  Puritan  of  his  dayj  a  man  of  vigorous  physique,  restless  energy, 
strict  integrity,  strong  convictions,  and  great  force  of  character.  His  abilities  and  worth  were  recognized 
by  his  contemporaries  by  whom  he  was  honored  for  many  years  with  numerous  positions  of  trust  which  he 
filled  with  ability. " 

X.  Benjamin  Coe  son  of  Robert  and  Mary  Coe,  bom  at  Boxford,  Suffolk  county,  England  and  baptized  there 

Oct.  18,  1628.  Died  about  1693-94.  (Notei  his  mother  died  Oct.  27,  1628  when  he  was  only  about 

nine  days  of  age. ) 

He  was  brought  to  America  in  1634  by  his  father,  and  in  1656  participated  with  his  father  in  the  founding 
of  Jamaica,  L.  I.,  where  he  was  a  farmer,  miller,  and  landowner.  He  married  before  1660  Abigail 
Carman  (b.  about  1635),  daughter  of  John  and  Florence  Carman  of  Hempstead,  L.  I. 

XI.  Joseph  Coe,  son  of  Benjamin  and  Abigail  (Carman)  Coe,  was  born  at  Jamaica,  L.  I.  about  1665.  Married 

about  1703  to  Judith _ _ .  They  removed  to  Hanover,  N.  J.  near  Morristown,  N.  J.  In  1718  lie 

and  his  wife  were  listed  among  the  members  of  a  newly  organized  Presbyterian  church  at  Hanover.  In 
1733  they  withdrew  to  help  organize  a  new  congregation  at  Morristown.  He  was  living  in  1742,  date 

of  death  not  known. 

Xn.  Beniamin  Coe,  son  of  Joseph  and  Judith  Coe,  was  bom  in  Jamaica,  L.I.  about  1709.  In  childhood  he 

went  with  his  parents  to  Hanover,  and  later  to  Morristown,  N.  J.  where  he  was  one  of  the  members  of 

the  newly  organized  Presbyterian  chinch,  and  was  one  of  seven  charter  trustees  on  Sept.  8,  1756.  His 
name  appears  in  the  church  records  down  to  Sept.  12,  1777  at  which  time  he  was  dismissed  to  Redstone 
presbytery  in  Westmoreland  county  (now  Fayette  county),  Pennsylvania. 

On  Dec.  20,  1782  he  registered  in  Westmoreland  county,  Pa.  a  slave  named  Titus  who  had  been 
baptized  as  a  member  of  his  family  at  Morristown,  N.  J.  on  August  30,  1767. 

After  the  Revolution,  he  removed  into  the  wilderness  of  the  "Indian  country",  and  built  a  stockade  on 
the  river  about  20  miles  above  Pittsburg  near  the  present  town  of  Tarentum,  Pa. ,  which  was  then  called 
"Coe's  Station".  His  name  appears  in  the  U.S.  Census  of  1790  as  located  in  "Depreciation  Tract", 
Alleghany  county,  Pa.  No  record  as  to  date  and  place  of  death. 

Married  about  1735  Rachel  Prudden (b.  about  1718,  daughter  of  Elder  Joseph  and  Joanna  (Lyon)  Prudden 
of  Morristown,  N.  J.  She  died  at  Morristown,  Dec.  20,  1776,  aged  58  years.  There  were  14  children. 

XIII.  Lieutenant  Benjamin  Coe  ,  son  of  Benjamin  and  Rachel  (Prudden)  Coe  was  bom  at  Morristown,  N.  J. 

where  he  was  baptized  Nov.  6,  1748.  During  the  Revolution  he  removed  with  his  father,  locating  at 
Coe's  station  (now  Tarentum,  Pa. )  where  he  died  about  1833.  For  many  years  he  was  an  elder  in  the 
Bull  Creek  Presbyterian  church.

During  the  Revolution  he  served  in  the  Westmoreland  county  Rangers  1778-1783  under  Capt.  Samuel 
Cunningham  and  Ens.  Moses  Coe.  (Pcnna.  Archives  vol.  23  pp.  216,  308).  He  also  appears  as  lieu¬ 
tenant  in  the  Washington  county  Militia  in  a  list  of  Revolutionary  soldiers  who  received  depreciation 
pay  for  their  services.  (Penna.  Archives  scries  V,  vol.  4,  page  395.) 

He  died  about  1833,  his  will  being  recorded  in  Will  Book  No.  4,  page  63. 

He  married  on  March  26,  1775  Margaret  Biegle. 

XIV,  Elder  Benjamin  Coe,  son  of  Lieut.  Beniamin  and  Margaret  (Biegle)  Coe,  was  born  near  Tarentum,  Pa. 
on  March  17,  1795.  Died  Nov.  6,  1873  in  Alleghany  county,  Pa.  He  inherited  the  homestead  of  his 
father  and  grandfather.  He  was  a  farmer,  and  an  elder  in  the  Presbyterian  church.  His  will,  dated 
March,  1864,  was  probated  Nov.  12,  1873. 

Married  in  1814  Nancy  Shields,  who  was  bom  March  15,  1796  and  died  Jan.  3,  1864  in  Alleghany 
county,  Pa.

Elder  Joseph  Coe  was  born  in  Alleghany  county,  Pa.,  Nov.  2,  1820.  He  died  in  LeClaire,  Scott  county, 
Iowa,  Sept.  24,  1901.  He  moved  to  Scott  county,  Iowa  in  1846,  and  settled  on  a  farm  there.  He  was 
an  elder  in  the  Presbyterian  church. 

Married  1st  in  May,  1847,  Miss  Elizabeth  Jack,  daughter  of  James  and  Eliza  (Crawford)  Jack  who  were 
married  in  Penna. ,  July  3,  1823.  They  came  to  LeClaire  township,  Scott  county,  Iowa  in  1846  and  rear¬ 
ed  seven  children  of  whom  Elizabeth  and  Andrew  Jack  are  known.  James  Jack  (the  father)  died  Sept.  20, 
1871  and  Eliza  (Crawford)  Jack  died  Jan.  10,  1877.  Elizabeth  (Jack)  Coe  died  in  1848  without  issue. 

Married  2d  on  Aug .  24,  1854  Catherine  Moyer,  daughter  of  John  Moyer  of  Scott  county,  Iowa.  She 
was  bom  Feb.  22,  1831  and  died  Feb.  15,  1897.

9.  Sarah  Hill  Coe,  daughter  of  Elder  Benjamin  and  Nancy  (Shields)  Coe. 

Information  of  this  family  was  supplied  in  part  by  Mrs.  Harriet  (Irwin)  Houghton  (9-4-6).

Immediately  after  their  marriage  in  1872  William  Harvey  and  Mary  Agnes  (Hunter)  Robinson  moved 
to  Jasper  county,  Iowa  to  a  newly  purchased  farm  about  three  miles  from  Newton.  Later  they  pur¬ 
chased  an  additional  80  acres,  making  a  total  of  160  acres  which  they  ultimately  owned. 

When  they  first  moved  to  this  farm  Indians  still  roamed  about  occasionally.  Although  they  were 
peacefully  inclined,  Mary  Agnes  was  very  much  afraid  of  them.  She  related  that  one  time  when  her 
husband  was  at  work  in  the  field  a  large  Indian  man  came  to  the  house.  She  was  terrified  and  ran  as 
fast  as  she  could  to  her  husband.  This  amused  the  Indian  very  much  and  as  he  fled  she  heard  him 
laughing  loudly,  and  he  called  out  "Squaw,  she  run!  Ha!  Ha!  Squaw  she  run!" 

During  the  early  years  on  the  farm  Wm.  Harvey  Robinson  taught  country  schools  during  the  winter 
to  help  out  his  finances.  All  of  their  children  were  bom  while  the  parents  resided  on  the  farm,  and 
all  attended  the  country  schools,  and  later  the  schools  in  Newton,  Iowa. 

In  1900  they  rented,  and  later  sold,  their  farm  and  moved  to  Monmouth,  Illinois,  where  they  resided 
for  a  time  on  North  Ninth  street  in  a  house  then  owned  by  his  widowed  mother.  About  1903  or  1904 
he  and  his  wdfe  built  a  house  at  930  East  Second  Avenue  where  they  lived  for  many  years.  About 
1919  they  moved  to  Los  Angeles,  California,  where  they  lived  first  at  733  Parkman  Avenue,  and 
after  three  years  in  a  house  which  he  built  at  663  Parkman  Avenue.  They  resided  in  this  house  for 
the  remainder  of  their  lives.  Wm.  Harvey  Robinson  died  May  6,  1929  at  approximately  80  years 
of  age.

Of  the  eight  children,  the  compilers  have  the  names  of  only  four:  Robert,  Jane  Ellen,  Mary  J. ,  and 
Margaret.  The  code  numbers  of  these  children  have  "H"  as  the  initial  letter  (H  -  Hunter). 

H-l  Robert  Hunter,  born  near  Lewistown,  Mifflin  county,  Pa.,  on  March  28,  1818.  He  died  at  Princeton, 
Iowa  on  March  11,  1904. 

Married  in  Alleghany  county,  Penna.  on  April  30,  1846  Miss  Eliza  Jane  Coe,  daughter  of  Elder  Ben¬ 
jamin  and  Nancy  (Shields)  Coe  of  the  same  county.  She  was  born  there  on  Feb.  15,  1825  and  died 
on  Jan.  4,  1911  at  Monmouth,  Ill.  Both  are  burled  at  Princeton,  la. 

They  lived  on  a  farm  in  Alleghany  county,  Pa.  for  some  eight  years.  In  1854  they  moved  to  Scott 
county,  la.  and  settled  on  a  farm  near  Princeton,  la.  In  1895  they  retired  to  Princeton,  Iowa  where 
Robert  died  in  1904.

H-2  Jane  Ellen  Hunter,  daughter  of  John  and  Mary  Hunter.  Bom  in  Mifflin  county,  Pa.,  on  Nov.  22,  1822.

She  married  on  March  24,  1842  Joseph  Huey  of  the  same  county.  They  lived  on  a  farm  adjoining 
that  of  her  parents  for  many  years.

Notes  Below'  is  presented  a  brief  summary  of  the  rather  considerable  information  derived  from  the 
above-mentioned  sources.  In  the  numbering  system  used,  SR  refers  to  the  Samuel  Robinson  lineage,  the 
digits  indicate  the  actual  or  presumed  order  of  birth  of  the  individual  named. 

Samuel  Robinson,  and  wife  (we  do  not  know  her  name),  both  of  Scotch-Irish  ancestry  settled  in  Washing¬ 
ton  county,  Pa. ,  and  not  later  than  1816  came  to  Guernsey  county,  Ohio.  They  cleared  the  land  and 
cultivated  a  farm  which  (1959)  is  still  in  the  possession  of  their  descendants,  one  of  whom  is  the  Mr.  Ross 
Robinson  named  above.  Nearby  is  an  old  cemetery  where  many  of  the  early  relatives  are  buried,  and 
which  in  this  account  is  referred  to  as  the  "family  cemetery" .  Later,  Samuel  and  his  wife,  accompanied 
by  two  sons  returned  to  Pennsylvania  where  they  died.  We  have  no  record  as  to  the  date  of  death. 

Children:  Of  their  children,  the  names  of  five  are  known  to  the  compilers:  Alexander,  John,  Adam, 
Margaret,  and  Jane. 

SR-1  Alexander  Robinson,  married  Margaret  Erskine  (see  later  paragraph.) 

SR-2  John  Robinson,  settled  in  Pennsylvania  near  Middletown,  where  he  died  leaving  a  large  family 
of  children.  No  data  available. 

SR-3  Adam  Robinson,  settled  in  Columbiana  county,  Ohio.  Left  a  large  family  including  a  son  named 
Samuel,  and  another  named  Jonathan. 

SR-4  Margaret  Robinson,  married  Samuel  Wheeler.  On  Aug.  2,  1829  their  eight  children  were  baptized 
(session  record)  namelyi  Henry',  Martha,  Samuel,  John,  Rebecca,  .Alexander,  Eliza,  and  Sarah 
Wheeler.  The  Wheeler  family  lived  for  a  time  in  Guernsey'  county,  Ohio,  and  later  removed 
"to  the  west." 


SR-5  Jane  Robinson,  married  Brovm.  They  lived  for  a  time  in  Guernsey  county,  and  later  moved 
"to  the  west."

SR-1  Alexander  Robinson,  son  of  Samuel  Robinson.  Date  of  birth  not  known  to  the  compilers.  Was 
elected  an  elder  in  the  Old  Washington  Presbyherian  church  in  1830.  (session  records).  He  died 
Feb.  24,  1837,  and  is  buried  at  the  Old  Washington  cemetery. 

Married  Margaret  Erskine,  a  descendant  of  Lord  Erskine  of  Scotland.  The  family'  on  reaching 
America  settled  first  in  the  east,  then  in  Pennsy'lvanla,  and  finally'  in  Guernsey  county,  Ohio 
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on  a  farm  near  that  of  the  Robinsons.  Margaret  Ersklne  was  bom  In  Dec.  1784.  She  died  In 
Guernsey  county,  Ohio  on  March  25,  1876,  and  is  burled  at  Old  Washington  cemetery.

Martha  Robinson,  married  Forsythe.  She  was  admitted  to  church  membership  by  certificate 
on  June  4,  1830.  (Session  records). 

James  Hugh  Robinson,  bom  in  Guernsey  county,  Feb.  2  3,  1830.  Baptized  April  30,  1830 
(Session  records).  He  died  in  Grangeville,  Idaho,  April  15,  1909.  Married  1st  Mary  Ann 
Withrow  (or  Witherow)  April  12,  1853.  She  died  July'  22,  1857  from  a  stroke  of  lightning, 
leaving  two  very  young  children.  He  married  2d  on  July  23,  1858  Miss  Statlra  Gibbon, 
b.  Jan.  15,  1837,  d.  Jan.  3,  1873  in  Idaho.  They  had  six  children.

Note:  SR  1-4  John  Robinson,  it  will  be  noted  married  Mary  Ann  Robinson,  daughter  of 

Henry  and  Nancy  (Parker)  Robinson.  The  Samuel  and  Henry  Robinson  families  were 
members  of  the  same  Presbyterian  chinch.  Samuel  and  Henry  were  elders  therein. 
But  in  so  far  as  can  be  learned,  the  two  families  were  NOT  related.

Note!  The  Henry  Robinson  and  Samuel  Robinson  families  were  NOT  related.  Both  families  attended 
the  same  Presbyterian  church  at  Old  Washington,  and  both  Henry  and  Samuel  were  elders  In 
that  church.  For  the  purposes  of  this  study  the  descendants  of  Henry  Robinson  have  the  initial 
letters  HR. 

I.  Henry  Robinson  1785-1871. 

Born  June  18,  1785.  Died  Feb.  27,  1871,  Lived  for  many  years  in  Washington  county,  Pa.,  where  his 
first  wife  died.  Henry’  and  children  removed  to  Guernsey  county,  Ohio  In  1818.  He  and  his  second 
wife  Nancy  were  received  into  membership  at  Old  Washington  Presbyterian  church  on  Aug.  14,  1819. 

He  served  In  that  church  for  many  years  as  an  elder  (Session  records). 

He  may  have  been  the  Henry  Robinson  who,  in  1840,  owned  186  acres  in  sections  2  and  3  Center  twp. , 
Guernsey  county,  Ohio,  and  who  on  June  24,  1848  subscribed  $100  toward  organizing  a  State  Bank  at  Old 
Washington.  (See  Wolfei  Stories  of  Guernsey  county,  Ohio,  pages  650,  812.) 

On  August  20,  1851  he  and  his  wife  Nancy  and  daughter  Eliza  were  dismissed  by  certificate  to  another 
church  (not  named).  On  Nov.  21,  1851  their  son  James  Parker  Robinson  was  dismissed  by  certificate 
to  another  church  (not  named).  As  it  is  definitely  known  that  James  Parker  Robinson  lived  and  died  in 
Richland  county  near  Olney,  Ill.  ,  it  Is  probable  that  his  parents  lived  there  too,  although  the  compilers 
have  not  been  able  to  locate  any  graves  there  of  the  Robinson  family. 

Married  1st:  in  1809  (probably  in  Washington  county,  Pa.  )  Miss  Jane  McFarren.  She  wTas  bom  July  22, 
1787  and  died  May  23,  1818. 

Jane  McFarren's  grandparents  wore  William  and  Isabel  (Nelson)  McFarren.  William  (1722-1802)  was  bom 
in  Ireland,  and  died  in  Northhampton  county’,  Pa.  During  the  Revolutionary  War  he  served  as  a  private 
in  the  Northhampton  county  Militia. 

Jane  McFarren's  parents  were  William,  jr.  and  Polly  (Scott)  McFarren.  He  was  bom  in  Bucks  county, 

Pa. ,  1757  and  died  at  Cross  Roads,  Pa. ,  In  1826.  Dur  ing  the  Revolution  he  served  as  Ensign  in  Col. 
George  Brinigh's  Battalion,  Northhampton  county  Militia,  1777. 

Children  of  Henry’  and  Jane  (McFarren)  Robinson:  three  are  known:  Isabella,  Wm.  McFarren,  and  John. 
HR  1  Isabella  Robinson  (1810-18501 

Received  into  membership  of  Old  Washington  Presbyterian  church  Nov.  7,  1828.  Married  on 
Dec.  8,  1829  Oliver  Wltherow  of  Guernsey  county.  Children:  names  of  four  are  known: 

Mary  Ann,  Sarah  Jane,  Katharine,  and  Samuel  McF.  Witherow. 

HR  2  William  McFarren  Robinson  (1814-1895) 

Married  in  1842  Cynthia  McCracken  (1821-1860).  He  was  received  into  membership  by  exam¬ 
ination  on  August  23,  1839,  and  she  by  certificate  on  Aug.  20,  1842. 

Children  of  Wm.  McFarren  and  wife:  names  of  three  are  known:

14,  1840,  Miss  Jeannete  Miller  (b.  Nov.  25,  1818,  died  at  Knoxville,  la.  Dec.  25,  1890.) 
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They  lived  for  some  time  in  Guernsey  county,  Ohio.  In  1S63  they  moved  to  a  farm  near  Knoxville, 
la.  where  they  lived  the  remainder  of  their  lives.  Childrent  the  names  of  seven  are  known!  James 
M. ,  Nancy  B.  (Robinson)  Gasson;  Elizabeth  (Robinson)  Kerri  Cynthia  Ann  (Robinson)  West)  John 
S. ,  Wm,  Oliver,  and  Charles  M,  Robinson. 

Note!  The  last  named  three  boys  -were  unusually  tall  and  for  some  years  while  young  men  travelled 
with  Bamum  and  Bailey's  circus  as  "Giants". 

Married  2d:  Henry  Robinson  married  in  1819  Nancy  Parker  who  was  born  Dec.  5,  1794  and  died  in 
1875  at  the  age  of  81  years.  As  was  noted  above  she  was  received  into  membership  on  Aug.  14, 
1819  by  the  Old  Washington  Presbyterian  church.  Children  of  Henry  8  Nancy  (Parker)  Robinson! 
names  of  three  are  known:  James  Parker  Robinson,  Elizabeth  and  Mary  Ann: 

HR  4  James  Parker  Robinson,  bom  in  Guernsey  county,  Ohio  in  1819,  baptized  Dec.  22,  1819. 
Died  near  Olney,  Ill. ,  Jan.  26,  1899.  Moved  to  near  Olney,  Ill.  about  1851. 


Married  1st  about  1840  Miss  Lucinda  Me  Cindy  of  Guernsey  county,  Ohio,  We  do  not  have 
the  date  of  her  death. 

Married  2d  Kate  who  died  near  Olney,  Ill.  a  few  days  after  the  death  of  her  hus-- 

band,  her  death  being  on  Feb.  2,  1899. 

Children  of  James  P.  and  Lucinda  (McCurdy)  Robinsom  names  of  two  are  definitely  known! 
Henry  Parker,  and  John  McCurdy  Rcbinson. 

HR  4-1  Henry  Parker  Robinson,  baptized  Aug.  22,  1842. 

HR  4-2  John  McCurdy  Robinson,  bom  in  Guernsey  Co. ,  Ohio,  March  20,  1844.  Baptized 
Dec.  8,  1844.  Studied  at  Western  Reserve  ( 1866),  Miami  University  ( 1870), 
Danville  and  Alleghany  Theological  Seminaries  (Western  Theological  Seminary) 
graduating  in  1873.  Held  pastorates  (Presbyterian)  at  Georgetown  and  Fairfield, 
Pa.,  1873-78;  Shawneetown,  Ill. ,  1878-1888;  Virden,  Ill.  1888-1895;  Centralia, 
Ill.  1896-1900. 

Died  at  Centralia,  Ill, ,  Dec.  7,  1900.  Buried  at  Shawneetown,  Ill. ,  where 
are  also  buried  three  children  who  preceded  him  in  death. 

Married  on  Oct.  1,  1873  Miss  Lizzie  Tweed  of  Georgetown,  Pa. ,  a  graduate  of 
Western  Seminary'  Oxford,  Ohio.  Children:  four,  only  one  son  surviving  him. 

We  have  no  further  information  as  to  his  widow  and  son. 

Note!  There  apoear  to  have  been  other  children,  but  we  do  not  know  the  identity  of 
the  mother.  In  1871  William  Harvey  Robinson  visited  in  the  Olney  area,  and 
in  a  note  book  which  he  kept  he  refers  to  the  followdng  persons  there  by  the 
relationship  cited:

"Cousin  Aggie"  -  not  identified.  However,  she  was  named  in  the  will  of  James 
Parker  Robinson  as  a  beneficiary. 
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The  following  were  named  in  his  will  as  beneficiaries  or  "heirs  at  law,  legatees'^  Samuel 
A.  Robinson,  Agnes  M.  Hunter,  James  M.  Robinson,  Sarah  Narclssa  Bollngcr,  and  his 
wife  Kate. 

HR -5  Elizabeth  Robinson,  born  in  Guernsey  county,  Ohio  about  1822.  Baptized  there  April  7,  1822. 
Admitted  to  church  membership  Dec.  7,  1838.  Dismissed  by  certificate  to  another  church 
(not  named)  on  Oct.  11,  1844  and  again  on  Aug.  20,  1851.  Believed  to  have  been  living  in 
the  Olney,  111.  area  in  1871. 

HR -6  Mary  Ann  Robinson,  bom  in  Guernsey  county',  Ohio,  Jan.  8,  1823.  Died  at  Monmouth,  Ill. , 

May  28,  1906.  Admitted  to  church  membership  Dec.  3,  1838. 

Married  1st:  in  1842  John  Robinson  (SR  1-4)  1822-1855.  They  lived  in  Guernsey  Co.,  Ohio, 
on  a  farm,  and  for  part  of  the  time  John  and  his  brother  J.  Hugh  operated  a  small  store  in  what 
is  now  Quaker  City',  O. 

John  Robinson  died  of  typhoid  fever  in  1855.  Children:  four  of  whom  only  one  survived, 
namely:  William  Harvev  Robinson. 

HR  6-3  William  Harvey  Robinson,  b.  Nov.  27,  1848.  Baptized  Oct.  8,  1849.  Died  in  Los 
Angeles,  Cal. ,  May  6,  1929.  (See  page  26.  )

Married  2d  on  Dec.  30,  1857  William  White,  a  widower  with  one  son  James  Newell  White 
(see  page  18).  W'illiam  White  was  born  1822  and  died  in  1900.

HR  6-6  Elizabeth  Agnes  (White)  Bell,  b.  in  Guernsey  County',  Ohio  in  1861.  Died  near 

Atherton,  Cal.,  Nov.  1957.  Graduated  at  Monmouth  College  A.  B.  1886.  Married 
in  1889,  Rev.  Hugh  Henry' Bell,  D.D. ,  who  became  a  prominent  minister  in  the 
United  Presbyterian  church.  He  died  in  San  Francisco  Cal.  ,  April  10,  1933.  Child¬ 
ren:  three:  Mary  B.  (Bell)  Amott;  Russell  White  Bell,  and  Elizabeth  Mildred  (Bell) 
Rudisill. 

HR  6-7  William  Parker  White,  D.Dr  Bom  in  Scott  county,  Iowa,  April  18,  1865.  Died  at 
Los  Angeles,  Cal.,  Nov.  3,  1940.  Burial  at  Albany,  Oregon.  Graduated  at  Mon¬ 
mouth  College,  A.  B.  1887,  B.  D.  Xenia  Theological  Seminary  1891,  D.D.  Monmouth 
College  1910.  Was  a  prominent  minister  in  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

Married  1st:  in  1890  Miss  Eva  Bay  Cary,  who  died  in  1895.  Children:  one:  Wrm.  Cary 
White. 

Married  2d  in  1900:  Miss  Belle  Hastle  at  Indianola,  la.  She  died  at  Albany,  Oregon 
in  1909,  and  is  buried  there. 

Married  3d:  Sept.  2,  1925  at  Colorado  Springs,  Colo. ,  Mrs.  Theresa  Beckley.  She 
resides  (1958)  in  Los  Angeles,  California. 
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Part  IV,  Section  4  JAMES  NEWELL  WHITE:  Paternal  lineage. 


The  ancestors  of  the  White  family  went  to  Ireland  at  the  time  of  Cromwell's  conquest  (164S-50)  and 
settled  finally  In  County  Down  presumably  not  far  from  Belfast.  They  secured  an  estate,  became  Interested 
In  the  linen  industry,  and  became  quite  well-to-do.  They  lost  considerable  wealth  when  the  linen  Industry 
declined  but  were  still  fairly  well-to  do  when  they  migrated  to  America. 

I  James  White  1783-1863. 

The  first  individual  in  the  family  of  whom  we  have  record  was  James  White.  In  Ireland  he  married 
Bessie  Black.  They  reared  a  family  there  of  whom  we  have  the  names  of  seven  children,  namely!  John, 
William,  Bessie,  Mary  A. ,  Helena,  Edward,  and  James  Jr.  Of  these,  John  ran  away  and  went  to  America, 
served  in  some  capacity  in  an  Indian  war,  returned  to  Ireland,  married,  and  remained  there  until  1859. 
William,  with  his  father's  encouragement  went  to  America  in  1846  and  settled  there  in  Guernsey  county, 
Ohio. 

In  1859  James  and  wife,  and  the  entire  family  group  then  in  Ireland  sailed  for  America.  An  epidemic 
of  illness  on  board  the  ship  cost  the  life  of  the  wife  Bessie  (Black)  White  who  died  as  the  ship  was  nearing 
New  York.  The  survivors  made  their  way  to  Guernsey  county,  Ohio  where  William  was  then  settled. 

James  White  died  there  some  four  years  later  ,  Sept.  19,  1863. 

W1  John  White,  son  of  James  and  Bessie  (Black)  White,  1819-1901.  Married  Mary  Thompson  in  1842  in 
Ireland.  They  continued  to  live  in  Ireland  for  some  seventeen  years,  and  seven  of  their  ten  children 
were  bom  there.  Three  children  were  bom  to  them  in  Guernsey  county,  Ohio,  where  they  first 
settled.  Early  in  1870  they  removed  to  Benton  Comity,  Iowa  near  the  town  of  Garrison.  They 
resided  there  until  their  death.  Mary  (Thompson)  White  was  bom  in  1825  and  died  in  1901. 

Their  ten  children  were:  James  W.  (1845-19  30);  Samuel  (1848-19  27);  Sarah  (White)  St.  Clair 
(1853-1954);  Bessie  (White)  Sloan  (1858-1916);  Mary  H.  (White)  Capwell  (d.  1938);  William  Edward 
White  (d.  1931);  Jennie  Copeland  White  (1861-1912);  Arthur  W.  White  (1864-1924);  Rose  (White) 
Naeve  (d.  1928)  and  Harry  C.  White  (1869-1954). 

W2  William  White  1822-1900. 

Born  in  County  Down,  Ireland  in  1822.  Died  at  Monmouth,  Ill. ,  July  29,  1900.  Came  to  America 
in  1846,  settling  on  a  farm  in  Guernsey  County,  Ohio. 

Married  1st  on  Dec.  6,  1848,  Miss  Eliza  Kennon,  daughter  of  Newell  and  Jane  (Wilson)  Kennon  who 
came  from  Klllilleagh,  County  Down,  Ireland  in  1821  to  Guernsey  county,  Ohio.  She  was  bom  in 
Ireland,  Feb.  25,  1816  and  died  in  Guernsey  County,  Ohio,  May  1,  1856.  Her  grave  is  in  the  "Old 
U.P."  portion  of  the  cemetery  at  Fairview,  Ohio,  beside  the  grave  of  her  father-in-law  James 
White.  Children:  one  son,  JAMES  NEWELL  WHITE,  b.  Oct.  11,  1850.  See  Code  Number  5-4. 
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Part  IV,  Section  5  JAMES  NEWELL  WHITE;  Maternal  lineage.

He  was  murdered  by  the  "Robers"  in  1641  while  sowing  his  March  barley  on  the  point  near  Killilleagh, 
Count)'  Down,  Ireland.  The  point  was  still  known  locally  (in  1854)  as  South  or  Steel's  Point, 

Note:  In  1641  an  extensive  revolt  broke  out  in  Ireland  by  the  Catholics  who  hoped  to  be  able  to  drive 

out  all  of  the  Protestants.  Many  hundreds,  and  perhaps  thousands,  of  Protestants  were  murdered 
as  was  Gawn  Steel.  This  type  of  insurrection  led  in  1649-50  to  the  Cromwell  invasion  of  Ireland. 

II.  Betty  Steel,  daughter  of  Gawn  Steel,  married  Patterson,  in  Ireland. 

QL  Margaret  Patterson,  daughter  of  the  above,  married  Henry,  in  Ireland. 

IV.  Betty  Henry',  daughter  of  the  above,  married  Newell,  in  Ireland. 

V.  Margery’  Newell,  daughter  of  the  above,  married  Adam  Kennon,  in  Ireland. 

VL  Newell  Kennon,  son  of  the  above,  married  Jane  Wilson  on  June  19,  1798  in  Ireland.  He  was  bom  in 
1772,  and  died  in  Guernsey  county,  Ohio  on  Sept.  19,  1863.  Jane  Wilson  was  bom  in  1774,  and  died 
In  1818  in  Ireland. 

After  Jane's  death  Newell  Kennon  brought  his  family  of  seven  children  (ranging  in  age  from  19  to  4  years) 
to  Guernsey  county,  Ohio  in  1821. 

VH. Eliza  Kennon,  daughter  of  the  above.  She  was  bom  Feb.  25,  1816  or  1817,  Her  mother  died  Sept.  15, 

1818.  She  was  brought  to  America  by  her  father  in  1821.  She  died  in  Guernsey  County,  O. ,  May  1,  1856. 

She  married  on  Dec.  6,  1848,  William  White  of  County  Down,  Ireland  and  Guernsey  county,  Ohio.  They 
had  one  son:  James  Newell  White. 

Vni.  TAMES  NEWELL  WHITE,  b.  Oct.  11,  1850.  See  code  number  5-4. 

Note:  Newell  and  Jane  (Wilson)  Kennon  had  eight  children,  all  bom  in  Ireland.  One  of  their  children, 
William  Kennon,  b.  June  12,  1802,  d.  Oct.  19,  1867,  served  in  Congress  from  Ohio  1847-49. 

It  is  of  interest  to  point  out  that  a  cousin  of  this  William  Kennon,  son  of  John  Kennon,  and  whose  name 
also  was  William  Kennon  served  in  Congress  from  Ohio  1829-31,  1831-33,  1835-37.

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Part  V.  Miscellaneous  Information. 


(The  information  recorded  here  Is  primarily  of  interest  to  the  descendants  of  James  Newell  White,  Mary 
Ann  (Robinson)  White,  and  Wm,  Harvey  Robinson,  see  code  number  5-3-4  and  Part  IV,  Sections  2  and  3.) 

I.  Morgan's  Raid  into  Guernsey  county.  Ohio. 

In  1863  Confederate  General  Morgan  made  his  famous  cavalry  raid  into  Indiana  and  Ohio.  Being  checked  east 
of  Cincinnati  and  forced  to  do  battle  under  unfavorable  circumstances,  he  lost  most  of  his  forces.  However, 
he  himself  with  some  600  cavalry  managed  to  escape.  They  kept  ahead  of  their  pursuers  as  they’  moved  north¬ 
eastward  trying  in  vain  to  find  a  place  where  they’  could  cross  the  Ohio  river  and  escape  into  the  Southern 
states.  His  troopers  spread  out  laterally  over  15  to  20  miles  seizing  all  of  the  horses  they  could  find,  looting 
stores  and  banks  to  secure  supplies,  and  living  off  of  the  country.  Having  a  constantly  renewed  supply  of 
fresh  horses,  they  left  behind  for  their  pursuers  only’  the  tired  and  jaded  ones  which  they  had  been  riding  so 
hard.  Their  pursuers  thus  were  under  a  great  handicap  in  attempting  to  keep  up  with  them.  News  of  Morgan's 
actual  and  probable  movements  was  wide  spread,  and  farmers  everywhere  along  the  endangered  areas  tried  to 
hide  their  horses. 

When  William  White  heard  of  the  possibility’  that  Morgan's  raiders  might  pass  through  Guernsey  county,  he 
took  his  son  James  New’ell  White  with  him  to  an  oak  tree  beneath  which  they  buried  a  bag  of  gold  inside  of 
a  large  can.  He  bade  his  son  to  be  sure  to  remember  the  exact  site  in  case  anything  should  happen  to  his 
father. 

Later,  William  White,  who  was  a  great  fancier  of  fine  horses,  told  his  son  James  New’ell  White  and  his  step¬ 
son  Wm.  Harvey  Robinson  to  take  all  of  the  horses  to  tire  woods  and  try  to  keep  Ihem  hidden  there.  He 
mounted  his  favorite  riding  horse  and  rode  to  town  to  find  out  what  further  news  there  might  be  as  to  Morgan's 
whereabouts.  He  found  out  tire  hard  way  !  !  A  detachment  of  Morgan's  raiders  was  actually’  in  town,  and  they 
promptly  seized  his  fine  riding  horse,  leaving  to  him  an  old,  very  tired  nag  which  they  had  ridden  till  it  could 
go  no  further.  In  later  years  William's  step-son  Wm.  Harvey  Robinson  told  the  compilers  how  shocked  the 
whole  family  was  when  they  saw  him  come  riding  home  on  the  horse  just  described. 

A  few  hours  before  the  raiders  seized  his  horse,  it  appears  that  General  Morgan  and  his  staff  had  stopped  at 
Old  Washington  a  few  miles  west  of  Fairview,  and  had  ordered  the  inn  there  to  prepare  a  meal  for  them. 

While  they  were  eating,  a  small  party  of  Federal  Militia  came  to  a  hill  overlooking  the  town  and,  seeing  the 
Confederates  there,  they  opened  fire.  Morgan  and  his  men  mounted  their  horses  immediately  and,  after  some 
firing,  made  their  escape  leaving  behind  a  few  wounded  men.  This  "Battle  of  Washington"  took  place  on 
July  24,  1863.  Some  of  the  Confederate  wounded  men  died  and  were  buried  in  the  old  cemetery  there.  A 
small  monument  was  erected  to  their  memory  by  the  citizens.  Other  Confederate  wounded  w’ere  cared  for  by 
the  local  people  until  they’  were  sufficiently  recovered  to  be  moved  by  the  Federal  authorities.  The  building 
in  which  Morgan  and  his  men  were  served  their  meal  is  still  standing  and  in  use  (1958)  but  not  as  an  inn. 

At  the  time  of  these  events  Wm.  Harvey’  Robinson  was  about  15  years  of  age,  James  Newell  White  about  13, 
and  Robert  E.  White  about  5.  Robert  E.  White,  however,  carried  with  him  a  faint  remembrance  of  seeing  the 
Confederate  Cavalry  riding  past  their  farm. 

II.  The  move  to  Iowa. 

In  1864  tire  family’  moved  to  Scott  county,  Iowa.  The  party  consisted  of  William  and  Mary  Ann  (Robinson) 
White,  Wm.  Harvey  Robinson,  James  Newell  White,  Robert  Emmett  White  (aged  about  5)  and  Elizabeth 
(aged  about  3).  They  drove  from  Fairview,  Guernsey  county,  to  Wheeling,  W.Va  where  they  embarked  on 
a  steamer  and  travelled  down  the  Ohio  River  to  St.  Louis.  Wrm.  Harvey  Robinson  said  that  they  were  fired  on 
several  times  by  Confederates  or  their  sympathizers  along  the  southern  shore,  but  that  no  harm  resulted. 

Robert  E.  White  in  later  years  used  to  tell  his  children  that  on  the  boat  were  many  recruits  being  taken  to 
reinforce  the  Union  armies.  These  soldier  boy’s  were  sad  and  homesick  and  the  two  small  children  mentioned 
quite  won  their  hearts.  They’  used  to  give  hem  small  coins,  and  Robert  E.  said  that  when  the  boat  landed,  he 
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spent  his  little  hoard  buying  gingerbread,  of  which  he  was  very  fond.  On  reaching  the  Mississippi  they  took 
another  steamer  up  that  river  to  LeClalre,  near  Davenport,  la. ,  and  settled  on  a  farm  near  Princeton,  la. 

HI.  Legacy  for  James  Newell  V.'hltc. 

When  James  Newell  White  was  born  in  1850,  his  two  grandfathers  (James  White,  senior)  and  (Newell  Kennon) 
agreed  to  deposit  $500  each  to  be  given  to  him  when  he  became  of  age.  This  fund  was  of  material  assistance 
to  him  when  he  reached  majority  and  bought  his  first  farm  in  Scott  county,  Iowa.  As  was  pointed  out  on  a 
previous  page,  both  grandfathers  died  on  the  same  day,  Sept.  19,  1863. 

IV.  Wm.  Harvey  P.oblnson  buys  a  farm. 

In  1870,  Wm.  Harvey  Robinson  began  to  look  about  for  a  suitable  farm,  and  made  a  visit  to  Newton,  Iowa, 
where  eventually  he  found  one  that  he  could  purchase  on  terms  which  he  could  meet.  He  returned  via 
Vinton,  Iowa  wdiere  he  visited  for  a  few  days  at  the  home  of  John  White,  brother  of  William  White. 

In  1871  he  visited  relatives  in  Guernsey  county,  Ohio  and  at  Olney,  Illinois,  and  in  1872  he  purchased  his 
farm  and  built  a  house.  On  September  1 1,  1872  he  and  Mary  Agnes  Hunter  were  married.  After  the  wedding 
he  loaded  their  possessions  into  his  wagon,  tied  their  two  cows  on  behind,  and  started  out  through  muddy  roads 
and  rains  from  Princeton  to  Newton.  In  those  days  this  was  a  very  tiresome  trip,  and  it  was  arranged  that  his 
bride  should  go  to  Newton  by  train  when  he  arrived  there.  On  this  trip  he  went  via  Iowa  City,  Iowa.  There 
being  no  highway  bridge  at  that  time,  he  forded  the  Iowa  River  at  a  point  near  where  the  present  Rock  Island 
Railway  bridge  now  stands.  He  stayed  at  an  inn  overnight  then  located  on  a  lot  immediately  east  of  where 
his  daughters  Grace  and  Mary  E.  lived  many  years  later.  The  next  day  he  started  on  towrard  Newton,  and 
camped  out  along  the  road.  Next  morning  his  two  cows  were  missing  having  gotten  loose  from  the  wagon. 

He  followed  their  tracks  clear  back  to  the  ford  at  Iowa  City.  Fortunately  some  one  had  caught  and  tied  them 
up  before  they  could  cross  the  ford.  So  he  took  them  in  tow  again,  and  eventually  reached  Newhon,  where 
his  wife  soon  joined  him.
